When the interview of Mr. Smith was called to the attention of Mr. Albert 
Howell on yesterday, Mr. Howe!) st@ted: . 

“I am not at all surprised at Mr. Smith’s evident attempt to dodge the 
issue raised between him and his client by the affidavit of Mr. Dempsey. In 
presenting that affidavit to the public I stated that ‘as between the affidavit 
of the client and the statement of Mr. Smith I would unhesitatingly incline to 
pin my faith to the affidavit.’ , 

“Su®sequent devélapments have so thoroughly confirmed the facts set out 
in Mr. Dempsey’s affidavit, that I do mot wonder that Mr. Smith shows a 
tendency to put the matter aside with a simple denial Certainly the members 
of the Atlanta bar and those of our citizens, who are intimately acquainted 
with Mr. Smith and his methods, neither expected him to frankly admit the 
charges made by his client, or to meet the affidavit by a denial of all of its 
charges under oath. ; 

“Mr. Demypsey seems to be a gentlemen of character and integrity. He is 
@ substamtial citizen of Cobb county, is a member of an excellent famuy, 
and enjoys the‘’respect and confidence of all his neighbors. 1 neVer saw nor 
heard of him until he entered my office last November and stated the facts 
set out in his claim. € could not then, and cannot mow, imagine why a 
grateful client, whose interests had been faithfully attended by an honest at- 
torney, could desire to wilfully injure his attorney, and I therefore asked 
Mr. Dempsey if he would swear on ogth that the facts stated to mr® were 
true. He promptly executed an affidavit, which was reproduced in my card, 
getting out the details of his complaint. 


“BEFORE PROCEEDING FURTHER IN THE MATTER | SUB- 
MITTED THESE FACTS TO THE OFFICER OF THE WESTERN AND 
ATLANTIC RAILROAD COMPANY WHO HAD UNDER HIS JURIS- 
DICTION THE DETAILS OF THE SETTLEMENT COMPLAINED OF, 
AND WAS ASSURED BY HIM THAT THE FACTS STATED BY ‘MR. 
DEMPSEY WERE TRUE. | 


“T then advised Mr. Dempsey that in my opinion if he would communi- 
eate with Mr. Smith on the subject he would get the balance of his money. 
A lengthy correspondence ensued, which, I noie, was not given to the public 
by Mr. Smith, although in his possession. 

‘Pending this correspondence an attache of. Mr. Hoke 
another attorney called at the office of John L. Tye, 
Smith ae the attorney of the Western and Atlantic Railroad Company, 
made inquiry concerning the file connected with the Dempsey case. 
this time, I am informed by Mr. Dempsey, the accompanying attorney 
on Mr. Dempsey, advising him to let the matter drop for the present, saying 
that he was a warm personal friend of Mr. Hoke Smith, and could get the 
claim adjusted. 

“After the publication of the affidavit on Sunday morning, 
by Mr. Dempsey that the same attorney went ows to Dempseys home, 
Cobp county, and dilfgently endeavored to persuade him. to furnish some 
written statement in the nature of a contradiction to the facts set out in the 
affidavit.

FURTHER DETAILS OF BATTLE 
WITH SEAL-STEALING JAPS 

New York, Atgust 8.—Further detaiis 
of the killing of five Japanese raiders in 
the Pribiloff island is containedin a dis- 
patch to a~ morning paper dated Dutch 
Harbor, Alaska, July 26, via Seward, 
Alaska, august 7, which gays: 

Five Japanese were shot and killed on 
the island of St. Paul, of the Pribiloff 
group, by order of the agent of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, On 
July 17, as the result of a raid by four 
Japanese schooners on the seal rook- 
erles. 

The revenue cutter McCullough reached 
from St. Paul with twelve 
prisoners, two seriously wounded, who 
were turned ‘over to Deputy Marshal 
Harmon. Traders were discovered lying 


near northeast point, St. Paul, by native 
lookouts of the North American Com- 


mercial Company, which leases the seal 
privilege from the government. Word 
was telephoned from the patrol station 
near the reokery, for which the raiders 
were aiming. and Special Lempke, of 
the department of commerce, on duty 
in the Pribiloff islands, arrived on’ the 
spot as the Japanese reached shore, He 
ordered the ‘boat crew to surrender, 
which they utd.

“All candidates are to be thoroughly interrogated and WRITTEN .

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The failure of the city council at'| 
its last session to provide for the im- 
mediate repaving of Peachtree street 
is at such wide variance with th: 
broad policy of that body and its pre- 
decessors as to constitute the most 
amazing and disappointing chapter in 
the long history of this serious prob- 
lem.

Throughout a period of exas- 
perating uncertainty, the majority 
stood for asphalt. Several weeks ago 
it was given assurances that the city’s 
portion of the paving fuud was avail-

it is yet AN ACTUAL MENACE TO 
THE LIVES AND THE PROPERTY 
OF THOSE TRAVERSING ie 
WHETHER AS PEDESTRIANS, IN 
VEHICLES OR CONVEYANCES FOR 
THE DELIVERY OF GOODS. More 
as long as the street is 
remain in its present 
condition—and it is rapidly growing 
more dilapidated—it subjects the peo- 
ple of the whole city to the danger 
of being mulcted in heavy suits for 
damages brought by persons injured 
thereon. Experience is already re- 
corded to prove this possibility. 
Furthermore, if the most perilous sea- 
son—that of winter—appears before 
the paving of the street, it is simply 
impossible to predict the accidents 
and the expense entailed by the im- 
passability of this thoroughfare. 

In view of the fact that this dis- 
reputable paving—or, rather, lack of 
paving—-is.a deep offense to the civic 
pride of the entire community; in 
view of its menace to the public wel- 
fare; in view of the willingness of 
the residents and the street railway 
company to bear their part of the cost 
of construction—The Constitution can- 
not believe that the city council will! 
longer assume an attitude so utterly 
uncharacteristic as to obstruct the be- 
ginning and conipletion of this work. 
It is unlike the official representatives 
of Atlanta—called upon to meet a 
minimum portion of the expense for 
an imperative public improvement— 
to deal with its citizens in such a 
spirit!
